Now,  a  good  book 
cootaina  auch  food  inexbanatibly;  it  ia  a  pro- 
viaion  for  Ufa,  and  for  the  beat  of  ua;  yet  bow 
long  moat  people  would  lodi  at  the  beat  book 
before  they  would  give  the  price  of  a  large 
turbot  for  iti  Though  there  have  been  man 
who  have  pinched  their  atomacba  and  bared 
their  backa  to  buy  a  book,  whoaa  librarica 
were  cheaper  to  them,  I  think,  in  the  end  than 
moat  men'a  dinnaia  are.  We  are  few  of  ua  pot 
to  such  a  trial,  and  more  the  pity;  for,  iadosd,

"You  may  baTs  bi  the  house  costly  pictures 
snd  costly  omamenta,  and  a  great  variety  of 
decoration;  yet,  so  fsr  as  my  judgmsnt  goes, 
I  would  prefer  to  hsTc  on*  comfortable  room 
well  stocked  widi  bodn  to  sH  you  can  |^ve  me 
hi  the  way  of  decoration  vriiich  the  highest  srt 
can  sup^y.  The  only  subject  of  lamentatioa 
is  — one  feels  tiiat  always,  I  tUnk,  hi  the 
presence  of  a  library^-4iat  life  la  too  short,  and 
I  am  afraid  I  must  say  also  that  our  faidnstry 
is  so  fsr  deficient  thst  we  seem  to  have  no 
hope  of  a  full  enjoyment  of  the  ample  rapast 
that  is  spread  before  us.  In  the  houses  of  the 
humble  a  little  library,  bi  my  opfaiioo,  is  a 
most  precious  pnssesilon." 

Another  Birmingham  man,  Qeorg*  Dawson, 
says:

When 
the  mbid  ia  empty  of  thoee  tUnga  that  bo<Aa 
alone  can  fill  it  with,  then  the  aeven  derOa  of 
pettincaa,  friTOlity,  faaUonableneaa,  gentiUty, 
acandal,  email  alander,  and  the  chnxriding  of 
small  beer  come  hi  and  take  pnesasaion.  &alf 
of  tbia  nonsapae  would  be  drmied  if  men  and 
women  would  only  underatand  the  elevating 
faifluencca  of  tbdr  communing  constantly  with 
the  lofty  thoui^ts  and  high  reaolvea  of  the 
gteateet  minda  hi  books.  Give  the  recoida  a 
chance  to  make  a  great  man  of  youl  Aa 
de  Bury  says:  "Whosoever,  therefore,  daima 
to  be  xealous  of  truth,  of  happinsaa,  of  wiadom, 
of  knowledge,  aye.  even  of  the  faiO,  muat  needa 
become  a  lover  of  booka."

The  great  woika  of  the  world'a  master  minds 
ahouM  be  studied  with  aome  reference  to  the 
similarity  of  thebr  subject-matter.  For  esumde. 
the  rewling  of  Shakeqware  wm  give  occaalon 
to  the  atu<^  of  dramatic  literatuie  hi  all  its 
forms.  The  reading  of  "Tatadise  Loat"  will 
faitraduce  ua  to  the  great  epics,  sad  to  heroic 
poetry  fai  geaeraL  Sir  Welter  Scotf  s  "Uy  ct 
the  Last  Hinstrel"  win  lead  naturally  to  the 
romance  literature  of  modem  and  mediaeval 
times.  Chsucei's  "Csntaibury  TUes"  fidy 
ilfaistiates  the  story-telUng  phase  of  poetry; 
tte  study  of  lyric  poetry  may  centre  upon 
the  old  baUads,  the  scoaets,  the  love  songs 
aad  the  raUgioos  hymns  of  our  language. 
Bunysn's  "Pilgrim's  Piogiess''  bttoducans 
to  allegoty,  and  IfOtoa'a  "Lyddaa"  to  elegiac 
and  pastorsl  poetry.  To  know  the  best  speci- 
mens of  srgumentstiv*  prose  we  should  begbi 
with  some  of  the  greet  speechee  of  such  men 
aa  Burke,  Daniel  Webster,  Olsdstone,  snd  end 
with  the  ot»    mi  of  Demoethenes.

FMdfaig,  u  Har- 
ritoB  calli  Um,  ic  "th*  prOH  Homer  o{  humu 
nature."  How  many  of  ua  raalin  in  "Tom 
Jonca"  tba  baauty  of  inmlfiihnaia,  the  wall- 
•pring  of  (oednaaa,  tba  manly  beaUliinaaa  and 
bcartlnaia  undai1yin(  ita  frdk  and  ita  aatire 
which  the  bo<di  incnlcatea,  becauae  we  an 
abaoibed,  it  may  be,  in  laugfaiaf  at  ita  humor, 
or  are  aimply  irritated  by  ita  groaaneaa.  There- 
fore I  aay  again,  aa  I  have  aaid  many  timea 
before,  a  great  daaaic  muat  be  read  with 
undentanding,  with  a  clear  mind,  without 
narrow  prejudice,  and  then  it  will  have  a 
meaaage  for  you — never  otherwlae. 

It  ia  the  faahion  for  aome  people  to  aay 
today  that  Walter  Scott  ia  a  back  number,  that 
hia  proae  ia  bad,  that  hia  poetry  ia  worae,  that 
nobody  ahould  waate  time  over  an  author  who 
haa  ao  falaified  hiatory  aa'he  haa  done.  Well, 
it  all  may  be  true,  but  I  doubt  it.  Walter  Scott 
'-<  an  author  of  whom  I  never  grow  tired.  He 
u.  a  perfect  library  in  himaclf.  A  conatant 
reader  of  ronumcea  would  6nd  that  it  needed 
montha  to  go  through  even  the  beat  piecea  of 
the  bwxhauatible  painter  of  eight  full  centuriea 
and  every  type  irf  man,  and  he  might  repeat 
the  ptoceaa  of  reading  him  ten  timea  in  a  life- 
time without  a  aenae  of  wearineaa  or  aameneaa. 
Aa  Frederic  Harriaon  well  aaya:  "The  poetic 
beauty  of  Scott'a  creationa  ia  almoat  the  leaat 
of  hia  great  quaUtiea."  It  ia  the  univeraality 
of  hia  aympathy  that  ia  ao  truly  great,  the 
juatice  of  hia  eatimatea,  the  inaight  into  the 
apbit  of  each  age,  hia  intenae  abaorption  of 
aelf  in  the  vaat  epic  of  human  civilization.  Aa 
hi  Homer  himaelf,  we  aee  in  thia  proae  Iliad  of 
modem  hiatory  the  battle  of  the  old  and  the 
new,  the  heroic  defence  of  ancient  etrongholda, 
tiic  long  impending  and  inevitable  doom  of 
mediaeval  life.  Strong  men  and  proud  women 
etmggle  againat  the  deatiny  of  modem  aodety, 
unconadoualy    workmg    out    ita    waya,    un-

dnmtadly  difylng  hi  power.  Hew  Juit  U  our 
bluid  HMBtrt  NdOMr  Ondt  nor  Trotaa 
nnyt  Urn;  AchOln  to  hto  koro;  Hactor  to  tab 
bnorlMi  ht  tovM  the  eoanMb  ol  chtoh,  tnd 
the  patoo*  of  Prtom;  bm  the  iwiaeherd.  the 
charioKer,  the  ilave  girl,  the  homid,  the  bcg- 

Sr,  and  the  heidaraan  all  (low  alUte  in  the 
monioai  coloring  o(  hto  peopled  epic.  We 
see  the  dawn  of  our  Bngliih  nation,  the  defence 
of  Cbitetendom  againat  the  Koran,  the  grace 
and  terror  of  feiidaliim,  the  riic  of  monarchy 
out  of  baroniee,  the  riie  of  parUamcnta  out  of 
monarchy,  the  itoe  of  bidustry  out  of  lerfage, 
the  pathetic  ruin  of  chivalry,  the  aplendid  death 
•tniggle  of  CathoUdam,  the  aylvan  tribei  of 
the  mountain  —  remnanta  of  our  preUatoric 
foretatheti— beating  themadvca  to  piccee 
ajninit  the  hard  advance  of  modern  induatry. 
We  aee  the  grim  heroiam  of  the  Bible  martyrs, 
tile  catastrophe  of  feudaliam  overwhelmed  by  a 
practical  age  which  knows  little  of  its  mces 
and  almost  notUng  of  iu  virtues.  Such,  I  say, 
to  Walter  Scott  A  "back  number"  forsooth  I 
TUs  glorious  and  most  human  and  most  his- 
torical of  writers,  without  whom  our  very  con- 
ception of  human  development  would  have 
been  forever  imperfect.  No,  Walter  Scott  to 
too  great  a  geniua  ever  to  become  a  "back 
number,"  and  any  man  who  cannot  perceive 
lito  transcendent  quslttles  to  very  deficient  him- 
self in  mental  equipment. 

And  what  shall  I  say  of  Charles  Dickena, 
the  greeteat  novelist  that  the  world  hss  ever 
bred?  I  should  like  to  tell  you  what  he  has 
done  for  me,  personally;  how  atrong  and  sweet 
hto  influence  has  ever  been  and  wul  continue 
to  be  as  long  as  life  laata.  If  it  be  the  soul  that 
makes  men  rich  or  poor,  he  who  has  given  the 
world  a  truer  conception  of  beauty,  which  to 
the  body  of  truth,  as  love  to  iU  ipint,  has  done 
more  for  the  happlaeas  of  hto  country  and  to 
secure  its  freedom  than  if  be  bad  doubled  iu 
defences  or  its  revenues.  He  who  has  taught 
a  man  to  look  kindly  upon  a  flower  or  an  inaect

If  I  could 
but  infliianfa  a  aincla  iai4  to  go  to  Chadaa 
Dickana  for  Ua  faupiration  and  hia  human  aym- 
pat^,  I  ahonld  not  tUnk  my  work  waMOd.
